Changes have been taking place 

in theatrical circles in Grimsby the 
| past few days and as a result the 
Roxy has a new manager, Art Vic- 
kers, who has been manager for 
the past three years becomes chief 
projectionis and "Chuck" Mac- 
Kenzie severes his connection with 
the theatre. 

These changes have been neces- 

sitated by the Motion Picture Cen- 
sorship and Theatre Inspection 
branch of the Ontario government 
which insists that the manager 
must be on the floor of theatre 
auditorium during each and every 
performance, naturally Mr. Vickers 
could mot be in two places at one 
time, on the floor of the auditorium 
and im the projection room, hence 
the change around. Mr. Vickers 
could have had the managerial role 
and a new projectionist would have 
been sent to Grimasby, but he pre- 
ferred to remain in charge of the 
projection room. 
The new manager, Larry Ryan. 
comes to Grimaby with many years 
of experience in the moving picture 
field. He started his career as a kid 
in the United States and then came 
to Canada, He has been assistant 
manager and manager of theatres 
at several points in Canada inchid- 
ing the large Elgin theatre in Ot- 
tawa. He comes to Grimaby from 
the Biltmore in Oshawa
